tlvo MeMeury o( JPonnsylvantu, who 
Proposed a tax ot one cent per ton on 
nil coal mined. The bill wan not re- 
potted out ot committee. The objec- 
tion* raised to It were that It savored 
too much of paternalism and there 
W«M doubt* ot Its Constitutionality; 
taut it 1« stated that there can be no 
such doubts concerning a Stato law, 
nnd lhat a bill with tho endorsement 
ot the State Mining Bureau will be 
presented at the coming session ot the 


Legislature. 


The patornallsm of snch a moasuro 


Is unquMtianable, but It Is la Hue with 
the railroad employers' liability legis- 
lation which haa recently been passed. 
Both measure look toward the Insur- 
ance ot men engaged In extra-hazard- 
ous employment at tho primary ex- 
pense of tho Industries In which they 
are engaged, but at the ultimata cant 
of the coaiutnar ot the articles they 
transport and produce, which la to any 
by the public. This being tho caie, 
the natural Inquiry presents Itself, 
Why discriminate In this paternalism? 
It the employes ot the railroad* and 
the mines are to be pensioned and 
their families provided for In case of 
their death there 'Is no Just reason 
why the rule should not be generally 
applied and tho cost met by general 
taxation. It la not Improbable that 
this will D« the Dual result, and It may 
come sooner than anticipated. Our 
Democracy la tending more- and more 
toward a limited Socialism, that IB to 
say to tho extent at least of taxing 
Incomes and pemiloniug the unfortu- 
nate.

Tho opinion ot Joslah Van- 
kirk Thompson oa the subject la, 
therefore, especially Interesting be- 
cause of his extensive Interests and 
wide practical knowledge of the situ- 
ation. 


He presents It In concise and clari- 


fied form, and h!u conclusions are not 
very assuring. He place* the lite'of 
tho Plttaburg vein at 40 years and the 
Connellsvllle coal at only 35. When 
Chose are exhausted the Freeport and 
other thinner veins will have to bo 
sought and fuel costs will bo greatly 
Increased thereby. 


There Is no reason to doubt ^he ac- 


curacy ot Mr. Thompson's estimate. It 
has .evidently been accepted by mod- 
ern captains,of Industry, who have a 
lively appreciation ot the good busi- 
ness policy of fortifying themselves 
against the future by largo accumula- 
tions ot our natural resources In the 
shape of cent, ore and timber lands- 


It Is also evident that Mr. .Thomp- 


son calculated the problem -with care 
and that ho Is banking on the result.

lands. Ho knows that he has Invested 
In something that must In its very 
nature multiply In value as the yeara 
goby. 


Mr. Thompson is not a pessimist nor
